er. 
This would give her a tonnage of 
35,000 m ore than Japan has agreed to 
accept. 
Adoption of world-wide program for 
limitation of naval 
arm am ent 
now 
rests on fixing 
suitable 
ratio 
for 
F ran ce and Italy, S ecretary of State 
Hughes had made c lear in announcing 
the United States, Great Britain and 
Jap an are agreed to hear respective 
reductions. 
The French urged that the French 
navy had been neglected during the 
war. 
Had F ran ce continued building 
as she had been she would now have 
tt navy equal to or greater than J a ­ 
pan and she held this factor should 
he taken into consideration. 
T h e A m erican position Is twofold: 
first. A m erica feels that lf F ra n c e s 
dem and is granted it would throw out 
of gear the whole American, British 
and Japanese agreem ent reac lied yes­ 
terday, and secondly, that the program 
France proposed would mean an econ­ 
omic blow of serious proportions. 
Up to yesterday’s meeting, F rance 
had asked for 315,00 tons, hut with 
G erm any's replacem ent figure set at 
315,060, then F ran ce proposed the 350,- 
000 limit so th at France would have 
her coveted third place in the navies 
of the world.

An nilled commission to take 
charge of German tax collection* and 
assets just as would be done In the 
case of private bankruptcy. 
3. 
The printing

marks 
should be halted. 
4. 
The commission is to control the 
customs and coal and tobacco monop­ 
olies. 
6. 
The agreement would be binding 
under an arrangem ent similar to the 
Weshuden agreement. 


May Elont Bonds 


Washington, 
Dec. 
16 G erm any’* 
notification to the allies of her Inabili­ 
ty to meet fully her next reparations 
paym ent opened up today the possi­ 
bility of the floatation 
of 
German 
bonds in America, provided the allies 
guarantee them. 
T hat Germany could raise five hun­ 
dred million dollars In this way is 
the view of competent authorities on 
allied German problems. 
T o this government, Germ any’s lat­ 
est note is no surprise. 
Authorities 
have seen bpi coming to the “eftd of 
her rope," milking it necessary for 
the allies, they believe, to take one of 
the following courses: 
1. 
Immediate reduction of the rep­ 
arations sum. 
2. 
G ranting of a breathing spell or 
moratorium on the January and Feb­ 
ruary payments. 
3. 
Opening of credit channels to 
Germany. 
The latter route Is via America, but 
financial interests would only barken 
to sin h a method were the allies to 
guarantee ad eq u ate repayment of the 
bond.

ish Labor Leaders bere, be given u 
big boost in the next general election, 
expected soon. 
To obtain the balance of power in 
the House of Commons 
the 
Labor 
Party Is, according to an Important 
official, prepared for a gigantic cam ­ 
paign. 
Dissatisfaction with the gov­ 
ernm ent’s 
unemployment 
r e l i e f 
schemes will be the weapon. 
In the face of one of the moat hope­ 
less winters In history, with 2,000,000 
totally or partially unemployed and 
their 6,000,000 or 
more 
dependents 
hungry, labor expects to obtain plenti­ 
ful support. 
Instead or the Irish set­ 
tlement, on which the government Is 
expected to base its fight, Labor be­ 
lieves it can make thq Issue fond. 
The Lloyd George governm ent c a r­ 
ried througli the House of Commons 
In its recent short sessions several 
bills d< signed to meet the problem 
presented by the many empty dinner 
palls. 
It placed $204,000,000 at the 
disposal of British industries to hear 
the risk in selling goods to foreign 
buyers as well as that for undertaking 
contracts In foreign countries. 
It has 
provided $40,000,000' to 
conduct 
im ­ 
provement works, road building, re­ 
forestation and drainage works to take 
up the slack labor. 
It arranged to puy 
interest on loans borrowed by local 
governm ents to s tu n public works. 
And It provided an insurance fund in 
whirhthe employees, employers and 
the governm ent were each to pay a 
third to Insure workmen against pe­ 
riods of unemployment, 
in addition 
to all these the government m aintains 
Its unemployment benefit 
of 
about 
three dollars a week. 
The 
conservative* 
part las 
looked 
lightly askance at the flavor of so­ 
cialism in th* measures to restart In­ 
dustry. 
The liberal elements thought 
the government had gone about as 
far us It could. 
But the laborites, 
while adm itting th** measures wen- 
good us far u h they went, charged that 
fhe old political parties were bank­ 
rupt in ideas, 
To cure extrem e un­ 
employment they demanded extreme 
measures. 
To revive Industry under the gov* rn- 
m ent’s plan, they said, would take sev 
eral months. 
Holding that the na­ 
tional unemployment was a direct re­ 
sult of the war, which being a nation­ 
al movement, rendered the nation re ­ 
sponsible for the care of the uuem 
ployed, tho laborites charged that the 
government showed too m uch consid­ 
eration for industry and not enough 
for those who were hungry. 
W’ith a nucleus of people hungry and 
a wider group feeling a pinch and see­ 
ing their friends In want, the labor 
leaders believe they have a lever that 
will pry many of the old members of 
Parliam ent out of their normally safe 
seats. They will contest alm ost every 
parliam entary 
constituency. 
While 
making no forecasts of the gain they 
expect, they anticipate that their pres­ 
ent position, In which they have about 
one seventh of the membership of the 
House, will be so Improved as to make 
the older parties play for their sup­ 
port. 
Many of the wise old politicians, 
however, are sceptical. 
They point 
out that the Labor Party can not be 
an im portant factor until it ha* elim- 
inted Its own little rivalries.

The British parlia­ 
ment today approved the peace treaty 
with Ireland. 
Both 
the 
House 
of 
Lords and th© House 
of 
Commons 
adopted addresses to King George re­ 
garding promises to ratify the Irish 
settlement. 
The House of Commons 
action was tuken without a record 
vote. 
The final formal vote on the 
treaty probably will be taken Monday. 
The Commons registered the ap­ 
proval of the treaty by an overwhelm- 
lug defeat of the opposition am end­ 
ment to the address regretting that 
there had 
been 
a settlem ent. The 
vote on the adverse am endm ent, which 
was introduced by Gretton, was 401 
to 68. 
The action on adopting the ad­ 
dress to th* king cam e after pro­ 
longed debuting which started Wed­ 
nesday. 
Opposition came exclusively 
from Die "die hards” who were hope­ 
lessly outnumbered from 
the 
start. 
During the debate 
when 
the 
“die 
h ard ” defeat wus inevitable some of 
them c hanged sides and Joined the 
majority.
